PoBTLAND, Me., St'pt. 14.—Returns 
from all but three towns in Cumberland 
county show that the entire republican 
tickets are elected. 
The returns so far 
received show that the state senate will 
compose twenty-six republicans and five 
democrats. The last senate was entirely 
republican. 
The house of representa- 
ive in 1885 composed 115 republicans, 
34 democrats and 2 greenbackars. 
The 
republicans have gained 
twelve and 
lost two a-jd four more in doubt. 
If the 
doubtful ones are all democratic, the re- 
publicans will have a gain of six over 
last year.

LONDON, Sept. 14,—The Parnell land 
bill, as redrafted, suspends evictions on 
payment into court of half the rent due. 
Many Gladstonians disapprove of the 
amoimt of the reduction. 


The Pamellites assert that the full 
value will justify a demand of over 50 
per cent, reduction. 
Mr. Parnell, in a 
conference with Mr. John Morley, urges 
a reduction of 75 per cent., but on Mr, 
Morley's advice he limited the reduction 
to 50 per cent. 
Leaseholders are iu- 
cluded in the bill. 


Tbe government response will be that 
Mr. Parnell's data are inacuurafe; that 
the

market v«]ues for 1885-86 show that the 
reduction in prices in Ireland is le^s thun 
in England and Scotland, ranging from 
10 to 15 per cent. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and Lord 
Randolph Churchill will deny that the 
bulk of the Irish tenants will be unable 
to pay their rents in November, or that 
host of evictions are probable. 
The second reading of the Parnell bill 
will take place on Friday.

derstood that he will support the Par- 
nell bill 
His promised pres^ce is a - 
ready rallying the Gladstonians.

Drunken 
Eccentricities—His 
Granite 
Tomb in Hollywood Cemetery, £tc., JEtc.

Richmond, August.—The Capitol at Rich- 
mond is one of the oldest buildings in this 
country. 
It stands in t i e center of the city 
and is surrounded by a rolling park filled 
with fine old trees in which the gray squirrels 
chirp and the birds sing. 
These squiirels 
run about over the 
walks by 
hundreds. 
Thoy crawl into the baskets of people who 
set them down for a moment while they chat 
with their neighbors; and I saw a lady feed- 
ing one as I walked about the grounds. 
She 
stooped down and held a bit of cracker in her 
hand which the squirrel nibbled as though 
it had been accustomed to the society of ladies 
all its life. The Capitol building was laid 
after a model selected by Thomas Jefferson, 
and it looks somewhat like the old Roman 
temple at Nisnies, Fi'ance, known as the Mai- 
son Carrée. 
Its comer stone was laid nine 
years after the Declaration of Independence 
was signed, and it now contains some of the 
oldest records in this country. 


TUB CAPrrOL AT RICHMOND. 


In its halls Jefferson, Madison and Monroe 
have spoken, and nearly every noted Vir- 
ginian has sat in them as a member of the 
state legislature. 
During the war it was the 
Capitol building of the Confederate states. 
The Confederate congress sat in it and every 
atom of its old masonry is filled with history. 
Walking up its front steps you enter a sort 
of a rotunda, in the center of which there is a 
statue of Wiishington by Houdon, and this 
statue is said to be the best ever made of him. 
Lafayette called it the fac-simile of Wash- 
ington's person, and it is the most lifelike 
marble representation I have ever seen. 
It is 
just life size and Houdon prepared his sketch 
for it at Mount Vernon. 
He took a cast of 
Washington's face, plastering the head of the 
Father of our Country over with paste and 
then removing this carefully enough to get a 
mold. 
He also took a cast of the upper part 
of Washington's body and minutely meas- 
ured his person and then went to Paris to 
make the statue. 
He took these casts at 
Mount Vernon in 1785, before Washington be- 
came president, and the statue was erected 
three years before he died. 
It was paid for 
by the legislature of Virginia. 
The forehead 
of this Washington is not so high as those of 
Stuart's pictures. 
It is receding rather than 
full, and the whole man does not seem to be 
the giant represented by other painter^ 


HOUDON'S STATUE OF 
WASHINGTON. 


In this rotunda of the Richmond capitol 
there is an old stove made of iron which is 
said to be one of the oldest stoves in existence. 
It was made a present to the colony of 
Virginia in 1770 and was spoken of at that 
time as a warming machine. 
It is seven feet 
high and has as much ornamentation as 
Queen Anne house. 
What is now the Vir- 
ginia senate chamber was occupied during 
the war as the Confederate house of repre- 
sentatives. 
The Confederate senate was on 
the second floor, but its hall has now been cut 
up in rooms for the government. 
On the 
floor below this is the hall of the house of 
delegates, where Aaron Burr was tried before 
Chief Justice Marshall for treason and where 
the .state sei;ession convention met in 1861. 
Pictui-es of Chatham and Jefferson hang 
upon the walls and the delegates sit with a 
little old fashioned school-like desk in front 
of them. 
On the opposite side of the rotunda 
on the second floor is the state library which 
has 35,000 volumes and the walls of which 
are hung with curiosities. 
Here is Stonewall 
Jackson's last dispatch to Lee, written just 
before he died. 
It is on a half sheet of com- 
mon letter paper, the edges of which are 
ragged where it was evidently torn off in a 
hurry. 
It is written with a pencil, and the 
handwriting is as small as that of a woman. 
In it Jack.«;on nnnouw^s his trust in Provi- 
dence in speaking of his situation and signs 
it: "Respectfully, T. J. Jackson." 


Judge A. R. Boteler, the pardon clerk of 
the attorney general's office, is one of the fine 
old gentlemen about Washington who have 
made a great deal 
of history. 
He was 
a represe n t a t i v e 
from 
Virginia in 
the United States 
c o n g r e s s at 
the 
opening of the war, 
and during the re- 
bellion be w a s a 
member of the Con- 
federate 
congress. 
He is a man of fine 
education and great 
literary attainments. 
He was chairman of 
the honse committee of the Confe<lerate con- 
gress which designed the Confederate flag, 
and be himself was the designer of tbe seal of 
the (Jonfedernfe .States of America. 
This seal 
consisted of a picture of Washington on horse- 
liack, sun-onnded by a wreath made up of the 
ag^cultural products of the south. 


I asked him how ho came to select this de- 
Bign. He replied: "At the timo the (Jonfed- 
erate seal was discussed there were many ideas 
proposed for it, and some of these were very 
ridiculous ones. 
Some of the more ignorant 
of the Confederate congress were opposed to 
having any I>atin woi"ds upon the seal, and I. 
remember one delegate who denounced the 
Latin as a dead language. 
Judah P. Benja- 
min had, at this time, proposed that a new 
plan lie adopted in the naming of the money 
coinage of the south, and that the unit or dol- 
lar be called I .>y the name of 'Cavalier' in- 
stead of dollar. 
This took very well, and 
there was great talk for sonie time of the 
cavaliers, half cavaliers and quarit-1 iiavaliers, 
«rhich were to represent the money of the 
•oath, 
it was during this dUn usbior. that one 


confeokkate beai.. 


night I was walking in company with Mr. 
Preston past the statue of Washington in the 
capitol grounds at Richmond. 
We were 
talking of the seal and coinage, and when 
Preston made son» remark about the statue 
it struck me at once that Washington was the 
ideal cavalier of America, and that his figure 
would make an appropriate design for tbe 
Confederate seal. 
I had an artist of Rica- 
mond draw a design from it, and this design 
was sent off to London to James M. Mason, 
who was the Confederate mini«ter there. 
He 
had the seal made by Wyatt, the man who 
has for years made the great *aals of Eng- 
land, and it was sent back to the Confederate 
government." 


Judge Boteler tells me that the scrap book 
of designs which I spoke of about a year ago 
as existing in the war department, contain- 
ing ideas for a Confederate flag, comprises 
only a small amount of the large number 
which were received. 
Said he: "We received 
very many designs at Montgomery, and when 
it was found that the first flag was not db- 
tinguishahle from the Union flag in battle, 
and a second one was proposed, designs came 
in by the hundreds daily, and we had alto- 
gether as niany as would have filled a packing 
box big enough to hold a piano top. 
A great 
many of these designs came from England. 
Many of them were by ladies, and some were 
made of satin and silk of various colors. 
Some were very ridiculous, and out of all 
symmetry or propriety. 
Many bad the idea 
of the rattlesnake with the words, 
'Don't 
tread on me, it is certain death,' and others 
were made up of the moon, stars and all the 
signs of the zodiac put up in different shape 
and forms." 


John Randolph, of Roanoke, now reposes 
in the Hollywood cemetery at Richmond. 
I 
visited his tomb tTie other day. 
It is in the 
new part of the cemetery, far away from 
those of Presidents Monroe and Tyler. 
It 
consists of an immense slab of granite, five 
feet wide and seven feet long. 
This slab is 
about a foot thick, and it rests upon a base 
flat upon the ground. 
A smooth granite wall 
round at the top and alx)ut eight inches high 
surrounds the lot in which the monument lies, 
and on the slab is the inscription: 


JOHN RANDOLPH, OF ROANOKE, 
Born June 2, 1773, 
Died March 24, 1833. 


His remains were removed from Charlotte 
county, West Virginia, to this spot Dec. 13, 
1879. 


And this is all that is left of John Ran- 
dolph. 
Descended from Powhattan through 
his 
several 
times 
great grandmother 
P o c a h o n t a s , 
he 
stalked in upon the 
stage of American 
history proud of his 
Indian descent. His 
life was made up of 
eccentricities, 
and 
the story of it reads 
like a romance. His 
f a t h e r 
left him 
wealthy, and he had 
everything to make 
ife pleasant. 
He 
was endowed with 
great natural abil- 
ity, and he had op- 
portunities for the 
best of educations. 
He went to half a 
dozen n o t e d 
col-

Princeton, but he 


(From an old cut.) 
said he learned but 
little of any of his instructors. He studied law 
with Edmund Randolph, who was Washing- 
ton's attorney general, and he was a member 
of congress when he was 25. John Randolph 
was a curious looking fellow. 
Ho had high 
cheek bones, like his Indian ancestors, and like 
them he had no beard. 
He cai-ted his hair in 
the middle and looked more like a boy than a 
man. 
When he was sworn in as a member of 
the house he looked so young that the author- 
ities asked him whether he was old enough to 
be a congressman. 
He replied with dignity: 
"I refer you to my constituents." 
He was 
never in very good health, and during the 
last half of his life Iris customary response in 
answer to questions about his health was that 
he was "dying, dying, dying." 


John Randolph is said to have been very 
tall and thin, with a short body and long legs 
and arms. 
His long, bony fingers have gone 
into history from the way he used to point 
them at his enemies • in congress. 
His fore- 
finger and his foot were the parts of his body 
which he used most in gesticulation, and it is 
said that his finger .seemed to have no bone 
in it when he thus used it. 
After it had ac- 
complished what it had been called into action 
for it would fall over on the back of his hand 
as limp as a string. Randolph's eye was very 
bright and piercing, and I find that nearly 
all of the men who have written about him 
speak of its wonderful brilliancy. 
He had 
delicate feet and he often patted these on the 
floor while he was speaking. 
He drew up his 
feet when walking, and did not throw them 
forward boldly. 
He walked like an Indian 
and lie dreased like an English dude. He was 
fastidious about his clothes, and he wore the 
most fantíLstically fa.shionable apparel. 
He 
had a remarkably shrill voice, but it was soft 
and flute like and of great can-ying power. No 
matter how sick Randolph was lie could make 
all about him hear and his voice went to the 
most remote corners of the large audiences 
which he addressed. 
He was a good singer 
and was fond of music. 
He drank a great 
deal at times and there are some authorities 
who lielicve that his insanity and eccentricity 
were largely the result of drinking. 


He wa-s never married, but in his letters, 
which 1 have road very carefully, he often re- 
fers to his love, and it is said that his sweet- 
heart married Peyton Randolph, the son of 
Edmund Randolph who was secretary of 
state under Wasliington. 
This girl's nam« 
was Maria Ward and it is said that Randolpl, 
was engage<i to her for some yeai-s when the 
engagement was broken off. Randolph left 
the presence of his sweetheart very angrily, 
and that so much so that he would not stop to 
untie the halter strap which fastened his 
horse to the fence. He whipped out his knife 
and cut it off and then galloped away. 
This 
Maria Ward is descril)ed as having been the 
greatest belle of Virginia at that time, and 
Gen. Lafayette was so charmed with her 
when he came to this country that he wanted 
to adopt her as his daughter and take her to 
FYance. She died, however, before he left 
this country. 
Randolph never paid attention 
to another woman. 
He calls Miss Ward "big 
angel" in his letter^ and in one of them he 
strangely says: "I love, aye, and was loved 
again, not wisely but too well." 


Randolph was a very good business man. 
He had a great number of slaves and he 
treated them very well, save when he got 
angry. 
In his will he freed them, and he 
was very particular in making the will 
strong enough to accomplish this end. 
He 
was a great lover of hoi-ses and kept the best. 
He had some of tbe best race hoi-ses in the 
country during his days, and I doubt not be 
was accustom^ to bet upon the races. 
In 
his duel with Clay he acted in a very high 
toned manner. 
He did not shoot at Mr. 
Clay but fired his pistol into the air. 
He 
made up with Clay before he diet!, and at one 
time when he thought he was dying he had 
himself carried into the senate that he might 
bear Clay speak. 


Randolph had little care for other men's 
feelings. 
He delighted in saying mean things 
and seldom thouglit twice in making a re- 
mark as to how deep it might cut. 
He was a 
supercilious fellow, and even on his deathbed 
he criticised tbe language of his doctor. 
His 
doctor asked: "Mr. Randolph, do you lay 
easy<" 


Mndolpfa replied with an emphaais on the 


Italicised words: 
Uc aa easUj/ as a dying 
wiftii can." 


JOHN RANDOLPH'S 
GKAVE. 


John Randol()h was an infidel during the 
greater pai-t of his life. During another part 
of it he was an enthusiastic Christian. 
Part 
of the time he was apparently insane, and for 
a long time he was an opium eater. 
His 
whole lifewa.s made up of queer acts and 
strange eccentricities. 
He will always re- 
main a riddle to the historians.

With the 
exception of a very few cities in the western 
provinces, you can only find the old "hand 
machines," similar to those used in New York 
before the powerful steam engine made its 
appearance.

THE HAND 
MACHINE. 


Every town has its brigade. These brigades 
are composed of men filling every position in 
life. 
The old and the young, the professional 
and the laborer, run side by side. For a very 
trifling fee a citizen may be enrolled in the 
brigade, and thereby become exempt from 
juiy duty. 
I t is on this account more than 
anything else that you find half the town en- 
rolled, and the other half ready to volunteer 
at a moment's notice. 
^ 


GOING TO THE FIRE. 


With the first cry of "fire" the f u n and ex- 
citement begins. 
Fun, because all routine 
business is laid aside in a moment, and a wUd 
chase for the engine bouse instituted. Ex- 
citement, liecause men, women and chUdren 
run here, there and everywhere. 
Shouting, 
yelling, blackguarding and mud rolling is the 
order. 
The first person reaching the engine- 
house gives the gpneral alarm by ringing the 
belL 
The machine is run out, every one 
prasent grabs the rope, and i)ff they go a t a 
break-neck pace. 


Every active member is provided with a 
uniform consisting of a helmet and white 
blouse. 
These he keeps at home; but he is 
supposed to wear them a t a firo in oixler to be 
distinguished from a volunteer. 
As the ma- 
chine is run down the street, the wives and 
daughters of the "actives" appear at the door- 
ways with the uniforms. 
The gymnastic 
feats performed by these men, while nmning, 
through the streets, discarding their coats and 
hats for their uniforms, beggars description. 


At the fire, every one is at perfect liberty 
to do as he plea-ses. A rush for the house is 
the first grand move. Every available article 
is carried off. 
Sometimes the unlucky owner' 
has to skirmish all over the town before he 
has collected all his furniture. 
When a 
saloon is burned the property (in the form of 
liquids) very frequently finds its way to very 
distant localities. 
On one occasion two "ac- 
tives" rescued a keg of Scotch whisky, car- 
ried 
it to a house three miles distant and 
never 
left it for four days. 
On "brigade 
picnic days," the entire force, both active 
and volunteer, go out for sport, and leave 
the town to the mercy of Providence.
